Fhilosophically, politically ,oiu- 
rally considered, it is an inversiun of ail 
human reasoning ; it cannot be conceived 
irithout confusion of ihonght ; it cannot 
be expressed 
without solecism ol luu- 
guage, and terms ol self-cuntradiciion. 


You have seen my fellow-citixenfi, 
from Ihe Declaration of 
Independence, 
that the States ol this conleilerary wi le 
tbeoflspring of the Uiuonitlr.it

sovereignly is not, and never Mii«, a »o- 
Tereignly as dehned by Biackstune imd 
tbe English lawyers, identical with un- 
limited power ; that sovereignty, tlui» 
defined, is in direct contradiction to the 
Declaration of Independence, 
and in- 
compatible with the nature ol our inMi- 
tutions ; that the States, united, and the 
States, separate, are both sovereign, but 
creatures ol the people, 
xnd 
pobsi»» 
none but delegated power ; *hat the 
power ot iiullilying un act ol Congress, 
never has been delegated to any one 
State, or to any partial coinbination ol 
Stales, and that any and vvt rjr attempt 
at each nullification, l y one or uioiv
